Give Exceptional Promise Of 


Doing Well in Western Canada 


(My t. Lf Newman, Dominion Cereal- 
ist, Ottawa) 

Among the many new varieties of 
spring wheat produced by the cereal 
division of the experimental farms 
branch of the department of agricul- 
ture at Ottawa, two, Garnet and Re- 
ward, are worthy of, special mention, 
aince they are practically sure to oc- 
cupy a prominent place in certain dls- 
tricts of Western Canada. Garnet Is 
the result of a cross between Preston 
and Riga; Reward is a cross between 
Marquis and Prelude. Both varieties 
are earlier than Marquis. During the 
past elght years’ test at the branch 
farms at Brandon, Manitoba; Indian 
Head, Saskatchewan; and Lacombe, 
Alberta; Garnet matured, on an aver- 
age, eleven days ahead of Marquis; in 
Manitoba it matures usually around 
seven or elght days before Marquis; 
while in Alberta the difference be- 
tween the two may reach twelve or 
thirteen days during some _ seasons. 
Reward usually matures three or four 
days later than Garnet, 

To obtain data “from as many 
sources as possible, a plan of local 
varicty testing was inaugurated in 
1924, and continued in 1925. In 1924, | 
49 farmers tested these two wheats 
alongside of five or six others. In 
1925, 100 farmers widely scattered 
throughout the three provinces, con- 
ducted similar tests. While the divi-) 
sion {3 withhotding its final decision 
as to whether or not Garnet will be 
placed on the market this winter un-| 
til further milling and baking tests 
@re made, at present this variety may 
quite easily be regarded as a substan- 
(ial advance over Ruby as an Cal 
maturing woeat. In some of the drier 
districts, evidence so far collected | 
would seem to indicate that Garnet,| 
i{ke its Preston parent, is able to stand 
up against drought conditions better 
even than Marquis. This may, or 
may not, be confirmed by subsequent 
tests. In milling tests made thus far, 
this variety has shown up very well 
{ndeed and there seems little doubt 
but that it will rank among the high 
quality varieties. While it appears to; 


bo quite susceptible to rust, its early 
maturing qualltles may enable it large- 
ly to escape epidemics which do not 
occur too early in the season. In 
ylelding tests conducted at the branch 
farms, as well as at some of the pro- 
vincial agricultural colleges, it has ex- 
celled Ruby by a very substantial 
margin. In localities where most 
wheats produce a somewhat starchy 
kernel, Garnet seems likely to pro- 
duce a kernel of fairly good quality. 

Reward is particularly promising in 
districts where rainfall is likely to be | 
ample. It possesses a remarkably 
strong straw and produces a very fine} 
quality of grain. It also seems to 
have considered rust resistance, 
which, together with its early rlpen- 
{ng quality, makes It rather promising 
in those districts which are Hable to 
suffer from rust. During . the bad 
rust year of 1923, this varlety tled 
with Kota for first place at the experi- 
mental farm at Brandon, Reward, 
moreover, stood up perfectly straight, 
whereas Kota lodged very badly, Tho 
rust-resisting abilities of Kota are 
well known, as is also its tendency to 
lodge. 

There is as yet practically no Re 
ward wheat available for general dils- 
tribution, although a pure line of this 
is belng multiplied as rapidly as pos- 
sible, In the case of Garnet, how- 
ever, several thousand bushels will be 
placed on the market this winter pro-| 
vided milling and baking tests con-| 
ducted during the next three months 
do not reveal any serious weakness.

Fertilizing Value of Wood Ashes 


Are Valuable For Neutralizing Acids 


in the Soil 
Wood ashes maybe used to advant- 
age as a fertilizer for most crops on 
light and gravelly soils, or on vege 
table loams inclined to be sour. They 
are especially valuable for clover, corn 
and mangels or for orchards and for 
gtapes on sandy loams. In a. new 
pamphlet prepared by Dr. Frank T. 
Shutt, Dominion chemist, farmers are 
advised to conserve this home source 
of potash more carefully, not merely 
collecting the ashes from house stoves 
but burning the brush plles gathered 
in clearlng land and pruning orchards, 
and saving the resulting ashes. Stor- 
age in a shed or receptacle protected 
from the weather is essential. There 
is no more yaluable potassic fertilizer 
than ashes, as their content of potash 
{s in a soluble form and immediately 
available for crop use, and besides 
they neutralize acidity In solls. The 
ashes from soft woods are lighter than 
those from hard woods, but Dr. Shutt 
states that weight for weight they are 
not much, if any, poorer. According 
to the pamphlet, which may be obtain- 
ed free from the publications branch, 
department of agriculture, Ottawa, 25 
to 50 bushels of wood ashes per acre 
will furnish ample dressing for even 
very light soils. On heayy = solls 
ashes are not needed as on such they 
may destroy good tilth. They should 
be broadcasted on ploughed land in the 
spring, preferably on a quiet, damp 
day and thoroughtly harrowed in. 


Predicts Long Cold Winter 


Noted Meteorologist Says It Will Be 
J Followed By Late Spring 
A severe winter for the American 


continent, with heavy snowfalls and/ 


long continuing cold waves, broken by 
warm periods of brief duration, is pre 
dicted by Herbert J. Browne, widely 
known meteorologist. 

An abnormal conditicn, he holds,.ia 
pointed to by many factors, including 


the record breaking cold in many parts 


of the continent this fall, beginning 
with the first snows in the Northwest 
September 18, four days before the 
official end of suinmer, 


The winter, he believes, will bef 


followed by'a late spring. 

Primarily, the predictions are based 
upon a study of ocean surface temper- 
atures as determined by the amount of 
the sun’s heat reaching the earth, This 
solar radiation for more than three 
years has been below normal, ‘The 
present weather siluation, he says, in- 
dicates that the world is facing a con- 
dition which will interfere seriously 
with crops, the cold fall and winter 
in prospect being but forerunners of 
the next two years. 

A serious situation developing in the 
southern hemisphere in the crop year 
of 1926 to 1927 and in the northern 
hemisphere in 1927 is predicted.

Farmers Will Grow Corn 


Ralsing Stock To Be Solutlon Of 

Problem Of Seml-Arid Districts 

The Alberta Government belleves 
there fs a solution to the problem of 
the arid southeastern section, and 
Hon, George Hoadley, minister of ag- 
riculture, stated publicly during his 
visit at the corn show at Lethbridge 
that during 1926 a survey of large 
blocks of the abandoned area will be 
made in an effort to find a solution of 
the problem presented there. 

Mr, Hoadley sees rehabilitation for 
the southeast with IMvestock, sheep or 
cattle, with corn growing to supply 
winter feed. The growers have 
formed the Alberta Corn Growers’ As- 
sociation and will hold the first Al- 
berta corn show next November in 
Medicine Hat. Greetings from the 
corn growers of the alister province 
of Saskatchewan were conveyed by 
President Hoffman of the Saskatche- 
wan Corn Growers’ Association of 
Maple Creek, at a dinner of corn en- 
thusiasts. 

Mr. Hoffman told of the formation 
of the Saskatchewan organization 
three years ago when, owing to dry 
weather, It was found imperative that 
some way be found to grqw winter 
feed for llvestock and help control 
soll drifting and other farming 
troubles with the assistance of the gov- 
ernment and the university. This, 
with a donation of $250 a year for five 
years from the Ogilvie Milling Com- 
pany, enabled the association to hold 
its annual show. Altogether the show 
costs from $2,000 to $2,500 afinually.

On Different Soils 


Sunflowers More Profitable Crop On 
Heavy Land s 

Average yields of corn and sun- 
flowers for four years at the central 
experimental farm at Ottawa, on 
sandy loam, have led to the Dominion 
field husbandman expressing the opin- 
ion in his report for 1924 that there 
{s no object in changing from corn to 
sunflowers on land where the former 
ylelds satisfactorily. Corn is, more- 
over, he adds, an easier crop to handle 
than sunflowers and produces a slight- 
ly better quality of silage. On sandy 
loam the average yield in the quar- 
tette of years of corn silage was 19.41 
tons and of sunflowers 21.68 tons per 
acre, but the latter having a larger 
percentage of moisture contained a 


lower percentage of dry matter. 


On heavy clay the average yleld in 
green weight of sunflowers during the 
four years of the experiments, was 
19.44 tons and of corn only, 9.53 tons 
per acre. In actual dry matter sun- 
flowers have yielded 3.51 tons, while 
corn ylelded only 1.85 tons per acre. 
It is clear, the husbandman points out, 
that on such heavy land sunflowers 
are &@ much more profitable crop, An- 
other interesting fact is that on tho 
clay iand where the rows of sunflowers 
were not thinned the yleld was 19.44 
tons per acré, while where thinned to 
six Inches apart the yield was 14.35 
tons per acre.

Some have ventured the opinion that 
recent high prices would stimulate 
butter manufacturing to a point ot 
over-production. It is true that high- 
or price levels will greatly encourage 
dairy development, but there {fs no 
immediate danger of over-production.

World’s Wheat Crop 


300 Million Bushels More Wheat: This 
Year Than in 1924 

A world wheat crop of 300,000,000 

bushels in excess of last year’s crop 

was forecast by the agricultural de- 

partment on the basis of estimates re- 


; ceived up to November 11, 


“Wheat production in 82 countries 
of the northern hemisphere,” the de- 
partment’s announcement sald, “Is 
nearly 300,000,000 bushels more than 
last year, belng 2,953,000,000 bushels 
compared with, 2,684,000,000 bushels 
in 1924.” ‘ 

The Canadian crop was placed at 
422,000,000 bushels, compared with a 
previous estimate of 392,000,000 bush- 
els and last year’s harvest of 262, 
600,000 bushels. 


Record Cattle Shipments 
This year’s cattle shipments from 
Canada to Great Britain will consider- 
ably exceed 100,000 head. While the 
British demand is at present easing 
off somewhat, the total shipments for

Whilst immigration to Canada for 
the first part of the current year has 
not been all that might be desired, a 
certain measure of satisfaction fs 
justified in the type of newcomer 
which the Dominion has welcomed. 
If the movement has not been as 
voluminous as previous years it has 
largely been directed into channels 
where it will be of the greatest bene- 
fit to the Dominion. Government 
statistics show that 65 per cent. of the 
immigration to the Dominion from 
overseas in the first three months of 
the flacal year and 64 per cent. of that 
from the United States was agricul- 
tural. 

The trend fs gratifying in view of 
the fact that future Canadian expan- 
sion largely hinges on agricultural de- 
velopment and that it 1s usually estl- 
mated that a settler placed on the 
land makes way for another in the 
various phases of Dominion activity 
providing for the farmer’s multiform 
needs. No matter what the state of 
Canada’s economics in other diréo 
jtions, agricultural opportunity always 
exists, both for the farmer and his 
helper. There are always advant: 
ageous openings for settlement and 
the demand for farm labor is never 
filled, . 
| Despite the general view that home- 
| steading is a phase of land settlement 
belonging to the past, there are yet 
{large blocks of land containing mil- 
lions of acres to be so occupied in 
Western Canada, and new sections ara 
\perlodically being opened for filing. 
There are smaller blocks held*by the 
| Canadian Pacific Railway’ and other

| interests where farms are procurable 
at low prices and on easy terms. There 
are, in Western Canada, some 25,000,- 
| 000 acres on each side of existing rail- 
|}roads and within fifteen miles of them, 
held tn an uncultivated condition in 
one way and another which could pro- 
vide homes for more ‘than 300,000 new 
colonists, 

That homesteading is still an im- 
portant factor in Western Canadian 
land settlement is evident from the 
that In the last fiscal year 3,843 homo- 
stead entrles were granted in Western 
Canada, aggregating an dpproximate 
‘area of 614,880 acres, and in addition 
710 soldier grant entries of 113,600 
acres, making a grand total of 728,480 
acres so seitled, In the first six 
months of the present year 1,593 
homesteads were taken up in the area, 
representing 254,880 acres, and 238 
‘soldier grants, representing 30,080 
acres, making a grand total for the 
half-year of 292,960 acrea added to 
Western Canadian settlement. 

Agricultural opportunity in Canada 
jalways exists despite fluctuating con- 
ditfons in other phases of Dominion 
life. It 1s always being taken ad- 
| vantage of in a greater or lesser de- 
‘gree. The healthy and optimistic 
| state of Western Canada as a result 
of the prosperous crop of 1926 should,

- Feeding Tests 


Relative Value of Beef Versus Skim 
Milk le Shown 

A couple of winter feoding tests 
with poultry, ten birds in each pen 
Qs nearly equal {in type and breeding 
as possible, at Nappan, N.S., Dominion 
experimental farm are of much inter- 
est and value. Two pens were used 
in each test; which severally extends 
Over seven and six months. In the 
euperintendont’s report for 1924 de- 
tails in full aré given of the results 
in 1923-24 as well as the average fof 
three years. In both cases both the 
cost of feeds and eggs values are in- 
cluded in the particulars furnished. 
The first test, which extended from 
November 1 to May 31, was to deter- 
mine tho relative value of beef versus 
skim milk when added to the laying 
rations. The three-year averago of 
beef ecrap was 625.3 eggs with a profit 
per bird of $1.079 in pen No. 1 and of 
6kim milk 938.7 eggs with a profit per 
bird of $1.65 in pen No, 2. If the in- 
creased profit over feed consumed can 
be credited to the skim milk, says 
the report, when marketed through 
the eggs, it has an average market 
value of $1.82 per hundredweight. 

Tost No. 2, extending from Novem- 
ber 1 to April 30, was designed to as 
certain the relative valuo. of home 
mixed versus commercial feed mix- 
tures in economic egg production. The 
three-year average of pen No. 3 of 
eggs laid with home mixed was 680 at 
@ profit per bird over feed cost of 
$1.277 and of pen No, 4 with commer: 
clal feed mixtures 607 at a profit per 
tird over feed cost of 94 cents. 

‘In each case the rations supplied 
and the constituents of the home mix- 
ture, as well as the methods adopted 
in feeding, are given in the report, 
which can be had free on application 
to the publications branch, Ottawa.

Simple Remedy For Burns 


Nothing Better Than Dry Baking Soda 
When Injury la Slight % 

Dry baking soda is an excellent 
remedy for slight burns where the 
skin is not broken. 

The soda should be spread on the 
part and then a clean bandage ap- 
piled, f Aa 

When the flesh fs broken some olly 
substance should be used, This eub- 
stance should be thoroughly cleansed, 
and all air should be excluded from the 
wound. 

Clean olive ofl, or vaseline, is good. 
Old linen should be soaked in one ot 
these and gently wrapped around the 
part. 

If the burn is a very serious one, 
while the doctor is being sent for, 
bathe with a boric solution. Borie is 
cooling and healing. ] 

Never wrap fingers together whon 
burned. Wrap separately, If wrap- 
ped together they will stick and 
cause great pain. 

The same rule applies to toes also. 

Wrappings should be soaked in 
vaseline, Cotton should be placed 
underneath. This helps to keep out 
the air and thereby relleves pain, 

Lard, mixed with flour, {s a good 
cure for burns, ~ 

Also turrpentine, applied to a burn

New Use For Noxious Plant 


Chinese Tree of Heaven WIii Produce 
Paper Pulp 

The Chinese “tree of heaven” will 
Produce paper pulp of good fibre 
length. Whereas it was about to be 
condemned as a noxious plant, {t may 
in. later years help to golve the prob- 
lem of wood shortage for paper man- 
ufacturing purposes, 

The treo’s -paper pulp possibilities 
waa discovered in experiments con- 
ducted by the Pennsylvania depart- 
ment of forests and waters, co-operat- 
ing with the forest products laborator- 
fos at Madisan, Wis. As a result, the 
department will plant thousands of ail- 
anthus (tree of heaven) seeds which 
in 25 years should produce 43.2 cords 
of wood to the acre, 

The tree grows rapidly and pro: 
duces a prolific crop, of seeds, The 
first tree in Pennsylvania was plant- 
ed in Philadelphia about 100 years 
ago. From this and others set out 
in various parts of the state for orna- 
mental purposes it has spread so 
quickly that, where it grows in>thick- 
ets, its aggreselveness has begun to 
crowd out native trees. 

Measurements showed that one 
Sprout grow 12% feet in a single 
season, From these measurements it 
was figured that in 25 years the aver- 
age tree would be 60 feet high and 10 
inches in diameter, allowing for slow: 
er growth as the tree matured, A tree 
at this age will produce about 1,000,000 
two-winged seeds anuually. These 
are light, can be carried far by the 
wind and are said to account for the 
trees found in isolated places. 


Feeding Laying Pullets 


Value of Different Supplements in 
Conjunction With Regular 
Rations 

An experiment was conducted dur 
ing the winter of 1923-24 at the Bran- 
don, Man., experimental farm to de- 
termine the value of different supple- 
ments when fed to laying pullets in 
conjunction with the regular ration. 
Alfalfa leaves, mangels and canners’ 
meat were the supplements used and 
were fed to three pens, two other_pens 
being used as checks, Specially good 
resuits were obtained from the al- 
falfa leaves, which were fed in an open 
rack and kept continuously before the 
pullets. More eggs were produced 
and consequently greater profit over 
cost of feed was shown. The can- 
ners’ moat, which was from the car- 
case of an old cow that would bring 
very little in the market, was cooked 
and mixed with the mash, the soup 
therefrom being used to dampen the 
mash. Such meat can be profitably 
fed to pullets, The mangels, which 
were split and fed fresh each day, as 
much as would be consumed, while 
showing a profit over the check pens 
gave the poorest results of the three 
supplements,

Will Ward Off Ravages of Time Saye

The generous use of citrus fruits in 
the diet, says a German scientist, will 
do much toward warding off the rav- 
ages of time. In support of his theory 
he points out that old age brings about 
the formation of deposits of mineral 
matter in the body which is not read- 
ily dissolved by ordinary foods, Citric 
acid, the acid found in lemons, 
oranges and grapefruit, is the best and 
most available solvent of thesq de 
posits, x 

Of course the objection, which will 
be immediately raised by the misin- 
formed {1s that with advancing age 
the body cannot stand so much acid. 
But those who put forth this con- 
tention only show their ignorance. 
Scientific experiments have demon- 


an acid, its reaction in the body is 
alkaline, For this reason many phy- 
siclans recommend frequent drink- 
ing of orange juice for persons 
troubled with over acidity, 

Because of thjs alkaline reaction 
the citrus frults in somo form should 
be served as an accompaniment to 
meat dishes to counteract the effect of 
the acids formed by these heavy 
dishes. With your meat course serve 
a lIght, delicious lemon ice or an 
orange and grapefruit salad;-- Garnish 
your fish with a lemon tartare sauce 
or have lemon pudding, for example, 
for dessert. 

So instead of spending your money 
for facial “lifts” and “fille” and all 
that sort of thing, just eat properly. 
In time the beagity surgeons may per- 
fect their art to the point of infallibil- 
ity, but in the meantime, proper diet 
and healthful living will remain the 
most potent weapon against the ap-

Immense Loss to the Country Through 
Forest Fires 

The natural resources intelligence 
service of the department of tbe in- 
terlor at Ottawa says: 

In the province of Quebec the past 
season refOrts say that only 22,000 
acres of forest land was burned over. 
This {s but one-tenth of what was 
burned over in 1924. The fact that 
this season the fire area was so much 
smaller than usual is surely matter 
for congratulation and speaks well for 
the forest protective associations ra 
sponsible, although they were favored 
with weather that was not conducive 
to forest fires. 

But even 22,000 acres of forest land 
is a large area, when compared with 
agricultural land. If 220 farmers were 
to lose their entire crops in one year 
each from his 100-acre farm, there 
would be no congratulation, although 


the farmer could look forward to an. - 


other crop next year, while it will be 
many years befre a crop, even of pulp- 
wood, can be taken from tho burned- 
over area, ‘ 

What this loss of timber means to 
industry can hardly be estimated. In 
the first place, {t would require labor 
to cut it, to haul it to the mill or 
stream for floating to the mill, to man- 
ufacture {it into lumber 6r woodpulp 
and a succession of operations until 
it finally reached a finished form. To 
enable this labor to live, food products 
are necessary, and here the agricul- 
tural interests enter into the output of 
forest products, 

Practically every line of business 
enters, directly or indirectly, into the 
utilization of our forests. Whether 
the areas burned over by forest fires 
}bo great or small, they represent one 
of the costs of doing pusiness which 
Canada, as a nation, has to provide for 
when figuring on the value of her na- 
tural resources as a basis for national 
wealth.’ <
